And that we do hve jn ſuch days, and among 
itch perlons, as trully delerves the aggravating 
Epithits of unnatural, beady,bigh :1nded, Traytors ;

to heaven for Vengance, and calls his Majeſties 
Loyal Subjeds to fall on their Knees in prayer , 
Saying, God ſave the King. 

And Since I am for many weighty reaſons con- 
firm'd in my beliet, that no fort of people queſti- 
on the truth of this dammable conſpiracy : but ſuch 
whole intereſts obliges them to ſtifle .ir, or want 
demonſtration from the accurſed deed ; ( trom 
which good Lord deliver us ) and that the great 
diſcourſe is , what ſhould cauſe ſuch men , trom 
whom all the world might expect better, to Con- 
ſpire againſt the Lite of their Sox vereign : and to 
involve the Kingdom in blood and rune? [ hope - 
it will be thought no impertinent digreflion, to 
align three things as the cauſe thereol. The 
firſt of which is, that men of unſtable heads but 
ſtrong paſſtons, are lubject to believe, that 2 good 
End doth legitimate and ſanSify the worſt means ; and 
now being ſecured of the goodneſs and worthineſs 
of their End, their thoughts are always in ſuch a 
burry about it : their minds fo intent upon 1t, and 
they -are ſo violently hot and eager in the profecurt- 
on of it,that they will not allow themſelves letfure 
and patience, to conſider the Lawfilnefs and

the Prophet Samnel, That Rebellion is as the 
Sin of Witchcraft, as well in its facination as in 
its guilt ; for none but men under the power 
of {o great a deluſion, could be guilty of fo 
barbarous 'an umpiety : unleſs men. had offered 
violence to themſelves, martyr'd their own Con- 
ſciences , chaſed all remains of honeſty and com- 
paſſion out of their own breaſts : they could 
not have entred into ſuch 'an Hell;ſb Conſpiracy, 
and ceaſe wholly to be Men, that they might 
commence Dewils ! hence then I ſay is the cauſe 
of this infatuation, that men lying under the 
Inchantment of Rebellion, want the genuine exer- 
ciſe of their Reaſon,, and muſt return to their 

- Allegiance, ( and fo be converted from Beaſts to 
Men _) before they can be Maſters of their 
Wit and Senſes.

The firſt particular that. offers it ſelf to. our 
conſideration, and mnmitation ; 15, that Qnity 
among Brethren, ſo much commended by the 
Royal Plalmiſt, and ſo much defir'd among all pacexxii.s. 
trae Chriſtians. The Iſraelites were not broken 
into Parties, and conſequent]y not divided in their 
Judgments, and AﬀeCctions ; but were at Uniry 
and Agreement among themſelves: Al the People 
ſhouted, and ſaid, God Save the King. Their 
Hearts ſtood benr the ſame, way, chey had the 
ſame inclinations and deſires ; not the leaſt ap- 
pearance of any variance or repugnancy : the 
Thoughts of their hearts, ( as we may gueſs by 
the Agrcement of their Tongues that ſpake trom 
chem ) were in all the ſame ; ; thole, many Bo- 
dies ſeemed ( as they ought to be | but 1o many 
members of the ſame Body, which were - ani- 

mated, and. influenced, by: -one» Soul. This 15 
that Agreement and Conſear, that, the Poljcy of 
Heathens did recommend, and the Religion of Chri- 
ftians hath ſince more powertully enzoyn'd, as 

the

the way to preſerve us in the Fear of God and 
the King : and then .none of us would conſent 
ro any Treaſon in our hearts, attempt no Mzſ- 
chief with our hands, nor by our Schiſms and 
Fations, provoke God to Scourge us with the 
Rod of another Civil-War. - 

It was, the breach of Unity, and negle& of 
Religion, that expoſed us to all the \miſeries and 
and miſchiefs of Forty one: It they had not divi- 
ded us in our judgments, they could never have 
made us a prey to their Teeth : and if we had 
not been careleſs in the exerciſe of Religion and 
Devotion ; God would not have removed from 
us his watchful Care and Providence. Look in 
elder days and you will find the goodneſs of 
God to this Kingdom ;. and that he never for- 
ſook it whilſt we kept inviolate his judgments 
and ſtatutes. Proſperity attended the long Reign 
of Queen Elzzabeth, although the enemies of our 
Church were more z1rerors then, and as buſy 
and atjzve, as they are now, The peaceable 
bringing in our King James almoſt to a miracle, 
was a demonſtration of the kindneſs which God 
had for a 1nanimons+ People ( for then neither 
Popery no Phanaticiſm were tolerated ). All 
the time he reigned both Church and State were 
in a proſperous condition; but as ſoon as ever 
extravigent ſpirits, began to Teach that the very 
genio'1s of Religion was Separation; and make it

of God Almighty, by pretending to a law of x- 
ture, for the violation of all the laws bath of God 
and man: And reproacheth the wiſdom of the moſt 
high, for appointing no better government over 
them. And to their other obzeGton I anſwer that 
ſovereign powers have their imployment from 
God, and by his Authority ; and fo are his ſer- 
vants only: and the end of their employment 
is to be beneftcial to the good of others, but not in 
SubjeFion to their powers. Now this truth right- 
ly improved, will be matter of Comfort to us : 
that the government we live under, 1s of Gods 
Inftitution, and that God may bleſs tis own 
ordinance, and continue it in the right Line: to 
theglory of his Name,and the good of this Nation; 
Ler us pray God ſave the King, the Queen, the 
Illiftrious Prince James Duke of Yotk, and all 
the Royal Family.

The* dignity of Kings is {een in ther SHPremacy, 
which is the moſt expreſs charaGter of himſelf, 
which God can puf upon a man: and ſuch a 
ſupremacy St. Peter tells us 1s only i in God and the 
King; for God is the ſupreme ruler of Kings, and 
Kings are the ſupreme rulers of men ; therefore 
God himſelf the betrer to oblige our obedience 
them, as well as to himſelf, ftiles them Gods. 
That God who by an omnipotent frat, firſt called 
the paſlible world mto act, and hath ever ſince 
laid out rhe fame power for preſerving what he

Neither 1s "This the way to promote arbitrary 
government, but. the contrary ; for the Kings

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bulwark about the Nation, to proteQ us in our 
rights, both Civil and Religions; 'For by this Truft 
repoſed in the Prince, Eqgt&h ſingle Perſon is forti- 
fred with the ſtrength of a Nation. And this is 
atteſted by the every days Experience of all our 
fellow Subjefts who live quiet, obedient, and 
peaccable Lives ; and oppoſed by none but thoſe 
that think his Majeſties Guards a grievance, his 
Laws an oppreſſion, and the benefit of his Life 
and Reign, a check to their diſobedience and re- 
bellions. 


Come we now in the third place to ſpeak of

their Cities, the Watchman -waketh but in vain.

Aw fall carry the woice, ard 
that which hath wings ſhall tell the matter. By 
which ſome Commentators underſtand a Poiver 
given by God to the "Tutelary Angels of Kings 
and Gowvernours,.. to underſtand. the - trayterous. 
thoughts of all ſach as-bear diſloyal and treacher-- 
ous hearts againſt their Princes. ' That the Sin of ' 
Rebellion. might never- be: broughr torch, God: 
does ſtifle it in the Womb, nip it ire the bud, and: 
deſtroy it in the very thoughts ; that it may never 
come.to do further miſchief. And'greater-Reaſon- 
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js there for our obſervance of this Prohibition, 
ſince the firſt entertainments off Sin,' are often- 
times of dangerous conſequence ; while the Enemy 
is withour doors, it -1s-afh eafle matter. to'k 
him there, but when he has entred the houſe, he 
is not expulſed without trouble and difticulty : . 
therefore God Almighty, who always deligns the 
good of his People, that we might not inure 'our 
Tongues to ſpeak Evil of Dignities, nor ſtretch 
forth our Hands againſt the Lords Anointed, will 
not permit us to lodge a diſloyal thought in the 
moſt {ecrert receſles of our boſoms. 

Not to open our mouths, in diſparagement of 
their Perſons or government; and great cauſe js 
there for. this prohibition alſo, or no- ſooner hith 
Pride formed, men into Diſobedience, but the next 
ſtep they take 15 'by Reproaches to ruine the' re- 
putation of the government, and impede the ac- 
compliſhment of righteous: deſigns. ' Reputation 
being to, aCtions, what Feathers-are to: Arrows, 
makiny them fly the better and pierce the deep- 
er: they indeavour to deprive their governors of 
this advantage.

he that brings it; always remembring that railing 
againſt Kinos was a Capital crime in David's 
judgment who commanded Solomon to put Shimet 
to death for it. 

Not to lift up a finger to their prejudice ; for 
no man can doit andbe guiltleſs; Touch not mine 
Anointed, faith the Plalmiſt, and waſt thou not

Anointed ? faith Dawid to the wicked Amalckte, 
that flew King Sax; in all times hath God ma-

and Abiram, whom the earth ſwallow ed up quick, 
and bins at once both their Sexton and their 
grave. Witneſs Zimri burnt to a'0es im that 
very palace, whence he had d:iven his L 0:4 and 
Sovercien 3 and fo ntable a vengeance indeed 
ir was, that w icked Jexalel tool {pecial notice 
of it : for had Zimri Pace ( (aid the ) that ſlew 
his Maſter ? | might here be infinite, if I ſhould 
add to theſe inſtances all thoſe dreadful Examples 
of God's Vengeance againſt ſuch as have been 
Rebells againſt their Kirgs 3 which I could fetch - 
you both from Eccleſiaſtical and Secular Hiſto- 
ries 3 bur I ſhall at preſent cafe my felt and you 
of that Trouble, ſince whar hath already been 
faid, does ſufficiently demonſtrate, that God 
hath a moſt ſpecial and particular Care m the Pre- 
ſervation of Kings ; and there'ore to none fo fit] 
may the People addreſs themſelves for the Lite 
and Safery of their Sovereign, as unto God, and 
more compr: henſive words we cannot uſe, than 
what is preſ:rib'd in the Text, God fave the King. 
The laſt particular is the matrer ot che Suppli- 
cation, That the King might be Saved and Pre- 
ſerved, and all the People ihonted, and fa1J, God 
fave the King. And we are cncuuraged to a 
chearful performance ot this duty, becauſe God 
doth uſually grant it, aud becauſe the King needs 
it 
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it more than ordinary perſons do. The King's 
duty is more difficult, his abundance wh ; 
him to more temptations, and his height to more 
dangers than any of his People, and his preſer- 
vation is far more neceſſary, and of univerſal 
concernment, for he is worth ten thouſand of us ; 
and we had need pray heartily to God to Save 
him, who doth defend us all : the King ſtands 
in need of more wiſdom to dire&t him, more 
power to protect him, more care to preſerve 
him, than other men. For as the King doth not 
Live Stbi ſed Populo, fo neither doth he Dye to 
his own, but to our diſadvantage : a thouſand 
others may ſteal out of the ' World and no 
body mind or miſs them, but the loſs of a King 
would ſoon be felt ; thercfore faith the Apoſtle, 
I Exhort that firſt of all Supplications and Pray- 
ers be made for all men, for Kings, and all that 
are 4n Authority : and ( however the Author of 
the Life of Julian raking up ſome paſſionate Fx- 
prefſions in one of the Fathers, hath falſly, ma- 
Icioully and (candalouſly, repreſented the whole) 
this is agrecable to the Practice of the Primitive 
Chriſtians, as we may read in Tertullian : Ora- 
mus pro omnibus Imperatoribus,vitam illis prolixan, 
Imperinm ſecurnm, dounim tutam, exercitus fortes, 
Senatum fidelem, popuſnm probun, orbem quietinr, 
&» quecunque hominis, &» Caſaris vota ſunt. We

Treaſovable conſpiracies, I ſhall moſt readil y grant; 
that were it any way chargeable with th<tc praCti- 
ces, there needed no other thing to be pleaded 
2ainſt it , this alone would bar all its prerences 
ot being Chriſtians for ever : and theretore there 
cannot be a greater miſchief done to it, than to 
give any J' ſt cauſe to luſpect i i”, for it muſt rhen 
never expect Kings to be 1:5 Nurſing fathers more, 
but rather thar they ſhould all combine to bani h 
1c out of rhe world now, as they did to prevent 
Irs coming into 1car firſt, upon the ſame prej:d ce. 
But ic always was the hechour of Chriſtian Religi- 
on, that it clear'd ic ({lt fully ot all theſe unjuſt 
inputations and commend:d ir felt to Kings 
and hecame dear ro them, was nurſed in their 
royal breaſts, and was adopted into their laws as 
being the oreateſt {ccuriry of their Government, 
and of Subje&tion ro them; and what ever Re- 
lizion doth contrary to this, is by that only argu- 
ment, detc&ted to be pcrtectly Anti-C. riſtian. 

I confeſs that few Reb: llions have been raiſed, 
bur by the warmth of a pretended zeal for Re- 
lizion, wl.ich Fears and ſealouftes have animated 
and given growth and ſtrength to ; -bur it. was 
only the Pretence ; Religion was made a mask to 
hide the zzly face of Rebellion, which without 
ſo fine a Cover, would have affiighred thoſe 


deluded 
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. deluded fouls, that were cheated with the beauri- 
tull paint, that was laid over horrid de igns! con- 
{ider beloved, what hath Religion to do in deligns 
of this Mack netare / Religion 15 made vp of purity, 
piety, peace, and ho] yaeſs; aad there 1s nothing 
of theſe, in cruel creacherics, ia bloody Maſlacres, 
and tragicall murthers. 

What Religion can there be 1y mens purſuins 
violent paths, on the pretence of Gods glory, 11 
a direct oppoticion to his holy Laws ? it the Ark 
of che Lord be ſhaken, and our Religion in danger, 
yet we muſt not {upp rt it by forbiden mcthods : 
tor 1t never proves well, when men to:fake Gods 
directions to tollow their own devices. Relizion 
deiires none to be its Champions till firſt they 
are its diſciples, Let us therefore ſtudy to be quiet, 
and do our own buſineſs : praiſe the duties of Re- 
ligion, and Cod Almighty will atlert its tntereſt. 

'Tis nor Religion then is the caule of thele 
bloody attempts, but che men whole preaching 
is of Curſing and lies, t» whom we ove a!l our 
miſeries in this kind ; and indeed what elle can 
be expected, but that ſuch as have caſt off obedi- 
ence to Laws ſhould pt them(clves under = 
Devils yoke. And if their former actions, 
che beſt interpreters of their p 'eſent d hens 
what can we exped from thele A 2ale;:ctes, but 
ruine and Confuſion ? look backwards as far as 
the days of their firſt entrance among us: and 7ou | 
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will find them to be men made up of the worſt... 
of all Extremities, Peeviſh wichourt Reaſon ! Re-" 
bellions without Canſe ! and Troubleſome withour 
End ! and therefore if we will not Yall into the 
ſame wilcrics, tet us have a care of the Mer and 
the Methods that brought them abour. 

A fecond Reaſon inforcing the Du'y of Pray- 
ing for_the IC ing, is, becaule in fo doing we do 
bne Pray for our ' ſelves ; and {eek our own cood 
m endeavouring his Majeſties Safcry. 

Loyalry 1 the Intereſt as well as Duty of Engli/ſh- 
Men, and their being true to Monarchy 1s their 
Happineſs as well as Honour ; paſt experiences 
have demonſtrated, how Happy we have becn 
under it, and how Miſerable without it; and Þ 
cannot . but congratulate the happincls of the 
Engliſh genius m this 3 for it is the juſt honour 
and prelarion of Monarchy, that its Satery con- 
fiſts in the wealth and happinels of its eb jc Cts, 
when few inſtances can be grven of any Conn 
IVealths that have flourilh'd much Jonger, than 
while Neceſſty and Poverty, were thr Ligetiy es 
and Cements ; and it is the good fin of a People; 
to be fo naturally mclin'd to that which is much 
their Intereſt, and their Felicity. 

In orudence and intereſt (I lay ) we are ob- 
liged to pray for the King's fafary, ro the wiſdom 
of whole Government under God we owe the 
correction -of our - Evil- Fate; to whoſe Care 

wc 
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we arc indebted, That under it we may live quiet 
and peaceable Lives; to whole Authoriry it 
muſt be thantully referred, that we are reſtrain'd 
from that Violence and Evil, whereby we arc 
naturally prone to ruinate our .own, and our 
Neighbours Felicity, to make our fclves and 
others miſerable. Ir is the great concern of all 
good Subjects, that the Supreme Power ſhould 
be always Vigorous and Safe, Profſperons and 
aboun1ing in all Plenty, that he may be a Terror 
to his Enemies, and a Defence to his Loyal Sub- 
jects. In his Majeſtics Safery are we Safe, his 
Healch, and Wealth, inable him to ſecure us in 
our Liberty, and Religion, our Properties and onr 
Peace ;* and thus our own intereſt may move us; 
carneſtly to intercede with God tor the Safety of 
our Sovereign, for the benefit 3s ours more than 
his, whilſt we are not troubled with the Cares, and 
yet enjoy the Bleſſed Fruit of Government. 

We muſt pray for the Kings Safety, that we 
may not be expoled ro the Cruekjes of thole, 
that if there were no Kino in Iſrael, would da 
what was right in their own Eyes. *'Twas the 
Cuſtom of the Antient Heathen, when they Be- 
ſieged a City, in the firſt place to endeavour 
to intice out the Guardian Deity. by alledging 
the injuſtice of the Inhabitants, and inviting it 
to reſide with a more holy People, 

=====-itt bhabeat te Urbs melior acce ptiorg; 
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holding it impoſlib'e ro prevail againſt the Out- 
Works, when the divine inward Strength ſtood 
firm. Whilſt our Monarch is Safe and Proſperoys, 
and -our Laws Execnted according to juſtice and 
equity, the bl-{li1gs of Peace, and a happy Agree-- 
m-nr b-rween the King and rhe People, cannot 
be charm'd 0:t of our Coaſts ; but if once, <ither 
thro.igh Envy or Awvarice, Il-nature or Diſobedi- 
ence, we {uffer his Power ro be Eclipled, his 
Preroca!ive to be curtail'd, and the Glory of his 
Crown to be ſu lyed ; we are then undermining 
the Satcty of the whole Kingdom, and make way 
tor thole that would Rob God of his Honour, 
the King of his Diadem,. and Subjects of their 
Peace. Tyranny is infiaitely more tolerable chan 
an wbridled Liberty, for that like a Tempeſt 
might throw down {ome frumtul Trees ; bur 
Arming the giddy Mu'tirude with a Power to do 
what they pleaſe, would ruine all b:fore it : 
Corfuſtoa is worle than the hardeſt SubjeCtion, 
and. a corrupt Government better than a Civil- 
War, Melins eft ſub his eſſe, ſub quibus nibil licet, 
quam ſub quibus omnia. And theretore the want 
of a King, to gag the mouths of Blaſphemers, to 
bound the Extravagancies of a lawlels Liberty, 
and to manacle the hands of Plunderers, muſt 
be a complicated! miſchief; and we cannot expe 
more milertes, than will infallibly invade us; nor 
fewer than bcfell us in thoſe days, when we had 
4q no 
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no King in Iſrael: and were ſcourged by the 
Rods and Scorpions of thoſe that did what was 
right in their own Eyes. Which that we may 
prevent for the tuture, let us pray, Ged ſave the

Ard in dered we are more concerned in the 
Jaſt pl-c , to this duty, becauſe the [ae Men. are

$:n, b y which they brought about the Muriher of 
his Father: «1.d inall our Land ( not fafhiciently 
purged tom the Blocd of one Kir £ ) incur the 
Cui't oft arother Kings Blood, by piving way to 
the Sons of Violence to accompliſh their helliſh 
dc {igns ? T o be guilry of this repeated Yillany,doth 
ſtrangely aggravare the Nations fins : for we fin 
agaiſt Light and Knowledge, and Fair Warning 
grven us, ard Jate Experience already had of ſuch 
doings. N'any (1 (uppoſe ) that had a hand in 
the Jate V ar, did not foreſee or dream, that the 
fair pretence's rhat began it, would have ended in 
{ich a bloody Tragedy ! but it we permit the 
ſame Amalekites, to trepan us again into the ſame 
Crimes : and make us ſerve to the ſame evil pur- 
poſes again ;, we then make our Ruine, our- own 
Guilt, as well as our mifery, and muſt penih' as 
"Iſh pirtyed Focls for ever. 

Ler me intreat you to look a little behind you, 
that you may not be again ſurpriſed. Did nor all 
the miſchiefs our Late Troubles produced, owe

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their Original to Schiſm and Fation? did not 
the Diſſenters of thole times ſeduce the People, 
by making them believe, That the Church of 
England was forſaking her Do&irine, and em- 
bracing the Errors and Superſtitions of Rome? 
did not they carry on -their de{igns againſt tho 
Government, by publiſhing Lilels, and making 
People believe the Late King ( of bletied me- 
' mory ) was either a Papiſt or Popiſbly- AfſeStel ? 
. were not Fears and Jealouſies the main Engines 
uſed by thoſe bloody milcreants, to ſerve cheir 
turns ? and 1s their not plain de bibeftration that 
the ſame things are indeavoured by the ſame ſort 
of Men, to be acted over again ? is ir not daily 
inculcited that Popery 1s bringing | in amongſt us, 
and if we do not ſubmit to it, our Throats muſi 
all be cut, by the French that invaded Purbeck, 
or 4 waſt Arory of: Spaniſh Pilgrims ? are we not 
told many a dreadtul Story of Slavery, Popery, 
Tyraiiny, and Arbitrary Government, and God 
knows what ? only to Aﬀeright us out of our 
Religion and Allegiance, into a {ordid comply- 
ance with..,men of Amnti-Monarchical and Anii- 
Epiſcopal Principles.

Arbitrary Orders tor Impriloning Subjects, and 


Votes fulpending Penal Statutes, ane rendring 


the King uncapable ot making ule of | his Own 
Revenne for the Publick Safety : and putting him 
into a worſe condition than the meanc{t of his 
Subjects ? did not they court the King to have 
the Militiz, and all Offices and Places of Truſt 
ar!'!their diſpolal ? and - were not- theſe the wer) 
things that begat the War, and ruin't us all. 

Did not the Parkemenc in Forty One, - &c. 
Proceſt there Duty and Allegiance to his Majeſty 
in the fuireſt terms imaginable, and conftirm'd 
the ſame by Oaths and Covenants; that they had 
no intentions to - ofter Violence to his Majeft:es 
Perſon, to Hurt his Power, or Deſtroy his -Monar- 
chy? and yer did not-the ſame Perſons, againſt 
their own Remonſtrances, Declarations, Proteſta- 
tions, Promiſes, Vows, and Oaths, in cold Blood 
Murther their Lawtul Sovereign ? Did 
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Did rhey nat in a Declaration publiſh'd in 42. 
ſay they intended nothing but a Reformation of

did not the ſame men pull down Charches to ſet

One would think there meeded ro other Ar- 
gument amongſt us againſt Rebil/zon, or Sedition

Religion and Liberty, and made good their pro- 
miſes by bringing in all the Religons in the world, 
except the Orthodox! and to be of that, was to be 
an Enemy to the Gate; men might pray without 
ſenſe, {o they prayed without 2 Booke! bur to ſay 
the Lords Prayer, was to. be called a Malignart, 

and to pray for the King, was to be accounted a 
Traytor. 

And as they dealt with us in the aftairs of Re- 
Tigton; fo did they in reſpect of our Priveledgs ; al- 
lowing no other ſhare to us than what might con- 
firm our Vaſſalage, and uphold there Tyranny !
